In the long history of the 
Provo Police Department there 
have been three officers who 
have lost their lives while on 
the job and as a direct result 
of their police duties.

Ultimate Dedication 

But there are three, whose 
pietures have a place of honor 
on the wall of the Provo Police 
headquarters, who have proven 
their ultimate dedication to 
duty by offering their lives in| 
the protection of the residents 
of the community. 

Albert H. Bowen, the first 
chief of police in Provo, was| 
the first victim when he was 
shot in the head.by a drunken 
man he was attempting to ar- 
rest. This occurred on Oct. 15, 
1873. 

William Strong was killed on 
June 27, 1899, by a hobo he 
apparently had arrested while 
on special assignment to take 
care of a growing hobo prob-

Early Settler 


Wiliam Strong was one of 
the early settlers of Provo. He 
was born Jan. 25, 1840 in Ken- 
dall, Westmoreland, England 
and joined the LDS church 
when eight years of age. He 
moved with his father's family 
io Utah in 1855 and shortly 
after moved to Provo. 

He was married and the 
father of children and the vet- 
eran officer was greatly re- 
spected. His funeral was one 
of the most well-attended and 
ornate in the early history of 
the community. 

The third officer to be shot 
on duty in Provo was Frank J. 
Tucker, who had served for 
some time as city marshal and 
then was a police officer. 

Mr. Tucker and a friend, 
George Ross, were sitting in 
the sheriff's office in the court 
house about 10:30 p.m. on June 
16, 1904. 

Shot Rings Out 

According to Mr. Ross, the 
two were talking and then were 
about to leave the office. Mr. 
Tucker began to rise from his 
chair, when a pistol shot rang 
out. The officer then sank back 


in the chair.
